W ashington, Jan. 29.—W ith breath­ 
less 
interest 
the 
spectators 
who 
thronged the galleries w atched the 
storm which 
for more than three 
hours yesterday raged in the senate 
chamber. 
At tim es the storm looked 
very serious, but it finally proved void 
of definite results. 
Acrimony in senate debates is not i 
infrequent, but eld senators say it has | 
been years since there has been such 
a hurricane of bitter vituperation, of 
personal taunt, of ugly charges and j 
of unmodified criticism as was w it­ 
nessed yesterday. 
Not since the dis­ 
cussion of the resolutions leading up 
to the Hispano-American war have j 
any scenes occurred in the senate 
com parable 
with 
yesterday. 
Even 
that debate lacked the personal bit 
ternees m anifested at tim es yesterday. 
Irritation was aroused on both sides 
of the cham ber, and once or twice i 
personal encounters between senators 
seemed Imminent. Once when Senator 
Toller taunted the Republican sena­ 
tors by declaring they knew the state­ 
m ents made in a recent dispatch from 
Manila in which General W heaton 
was represented as criticising the o p -1 
portents of the governm ent’s policy in 
the Philippines were true a half dozen 
Republicans were on their feet in an 
in sta n t 
Senator i»dge, at whom the 
taunt seemed to be aimed particular­ 
ly, hurriedly crossed from his seat in 
the center of the Republican side to 
the main aisle of the senate, and, 
white to th*- lips. passionately chal­ 
lenged the statem ent of the Colorado 
senator and dem anded that he with- j 
draw it. 
Senator Teller so modified 
the statem ent thai further hostilities 
at that tim e were averted. 
One of the sharpest colloquys of the 
session was between Senators Spoon­ 
er of Wisconsin and Tillman of South 
Carolina. 
The ra te problem, involv­ 
ing the lynching of negroes, was in 
terjected into the 
controversy and 
much feeling was m anifested by both 
senators. 
In the course of the col 
loquy. Mr. Spooner declared th at it 
the same rule were to be applied to 
the colored people in the Philippines 
as Mr Tillman 
referred to in the 
South, then. "God help the colored 
man in the Philippines.'* 
"God help him in the Philippines 
now." shouted the South Carolina sen 
H or 
passionately.

"It 
is one 
thing,”

Spooner, "to k ill men with guns in 
their hands against the government

It is another to 
burn them .” 
Senators in their excitem ent seem 
od for the moment to have forgotten 
the subject of debate. The chair (Mr 
Frye) was able with difficulty to main 
tain 
order. 
When 
the 
discussion 
finally was ended for the day, the 
chair felt called on seriously to ad 
monish senators that the rules of the 
body bad not been observed, and after 
reading the rule which had been vio­ 
lated he expressed the hope that In 
the future senators would have a care 
to observe it. 
Such an admonition 
has not been made by the presiding 
officer of the senate in many years.

Ile said that according to j 
the report of Inspectors Sullivan and I 
L**a!herman, there were only 357,184 
surcharged stam ps on hand May 26, 
1899, or 35,194 stam ps less than were j 
credited to the account of burned 
stam ps Sept. ll, 1899. 
Gregory said 
this difference was probably 70,000, 
as no record waB kept of cash sales 
and as no more stam ps were received | 
during the interval from the United 
States.

It pro­ 
vides for a secretary who is to be a 
mem ber of the cabinet, an assistant 
secretary, and also the other officials 
and clerks necessary. 
The proposed 
departm ent is especially charged with 
the 
collection 
and 
distribution 
of 
statistical Information and with the 
development and fostering of foreign 
and domestic commerce. 
In the de 
partm ent there is to be a new bureau 
of m anufactures and many bureaus 
now included in other departm ents 
are transferred to this new depart­ 
ment. including the lifesaving service, 
the lighthouse service, 
the m arine 
hospital service, 
the steam boat in 
spection service, and the bureaus of 
navigation, of shipping and if immi­ 
gration. as well as the control of the 
fisheries and the Chinese exclusion 
questions, all now within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the treasury departm ent, the 
fish commission and the census bv 
reau. 
The departm ent also is given 
jurisdiction over the consular service 
so far as it pertains to commerce.
